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HOW MANY WILL VOTE? 

In 1926 there were 4,665,381 names 
on the voters’ lists of the 244 constitu- 
encies in which voting took place. It 
may be assumed therefore that about 
5,000,000 men and women are entitled 
to go to the polls in Canada today and 
cast ballots. 

How many will actually do so is of 
course quite a different matter. In 1926 


there were 3,273,062 votes ‘polled; 
roughly three-quarters of the electors 
exercising their franchise. On that 


basis, it may be supposed that 3,500,000, 


and perhaps 3,750,000 ballots, will be 
dropped in the boxes today. 
Alberta voters seem to have been 


busier, or less interested, than those of 
any other province in the Dominion four 
vears ago, since only 157,993 of them 
went to the polls, out of a total of 279,- 
463. In every other province the per- 
centage of votes polled to names on the 
list was higher. 
THE BACKGROUND 

The House of Commons elected to- 
day will be the seventeenth national 
legislature created since Confederation. 
The dates on which general elections 
have been held follow: 1867, 1872, 1874, 
1878, 1882, 1887, 1891, 1896, 1900, 1904, 
1908, 1911, 1917, 1921, 1925, 1926. 

Canada’s “short parliament” was 
that chosen in 1925, which lasted only 
one year. It’s “long parliament” was 
that elected in 1911, which was not dis- 
solved until 1917. The House elected in 
1867, that of 1882, and thet of 1891 
each lived out its full five-year term. 
That of 1908 was dissolved after three 
years. The other ten Houses have each 
carried on for four vears. 

Four years has thus been established 
in practice as the length of a parlia- 
mentary term, dissolutions occurring at 
that interval more often than at al) 
other intervals together The 16 
Houses which have covered the period 
of 63 years have only failed by one vear 
of averaging four years each

WHO WILL WIN? 

The new House of Commons, as the 
last one, will consist of 245 members. 
A party mustering 123 supporters 
would have a bare majority with the 
Speaker in the chair. The smallest 
majority possible with all members 
present will be two. 

Allowing for members absent 
through sickness or other cause, a 
government could hardly exist which 
could not count upon the steady sup- 
port of 125 members, while for a 
reasonably safe working majority 130 
or more supporters would be necessary. 

To secure a clear working majority 
over all other groups the Liberals would 
have to gain 14 seats, and the Conserv- 
atives 39. 

A government can only carry on if 
it can get its financial measures 
through the House of Commons. That 
is the test of its stability, and the 
ultimate condition of its existence. In 
the division on the budget the vote 
stood 114 to 86, a majority of 28 for 
the financial policy of the King Govern- 
ment. The Government will be returned 
with a safe majority if it secures no 
more than the measure of support given 
to it by the voters four years ago. 

But among the “anti” voters were 
United Farmer members and Progres- 
sives, to the number of more than a 
dozen, who were even more opposed to 
Mr. Bennett's exclusive tariff ideas than 
they were to the Dunning hudget. Mak- 
ng allowance for them, the Opposition 
must gain something more than 30 
seats before Mr. Bennett could get his 
fiscal program through the House, 
assuming these minor parties to stand 
in the new parliament about as they did 
in the late House.
